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Safety Precautions 


Before using the product, please ensure that you read the safety precautions described 
below. Always ensure that the product is used correctly. 

The safety precautions noted on the following pages are intended to prevent injuries to 
yourself and other persons, or damage to the equipment. 

Be sure to also check the guides included with any separately sold accessories you 
use. 


Denotes the possibility of serious injury or death. 


Do not trigger the flash in close proximity to people’s eyes. 

Exposure to the intense light produced by the flash could damage eyesight. In particular, 
remain at least one meter (39 inches) away from infants when using the flash. 

Store this equipment out of the reach of children and infants. 

Strap: Putting the strap around a child’s neck could result in asphyxiation. 

Use only recommended power sources. 

Do not attempt to disassemble, alter or apply heat to the product. 

Avoid dropping or subjecting the product to severe impacts. 

To avoid the risk of injury, do not touch the interior of the product if it has been 
dropped or otherwise damaged. 

Stop using the product immediately if it emits smoke, a strange smell, or 
otherwise behaves abnormally. 

Do not use organic solvents such as alcohol, benzine, or thinner to clean the 
product. 

Do not allow liquids or foreign objects to enter the camera.

Unplug the power cord periodically, and using a dry cloth, wipe away any dust 
and dirt that has collected on the plug, the exterior of the power outlet, and the 
surrounding area. 

Do not handle the power cord with wet hands. 

Do not use the equipment in a manner that exceeds the rated capacity of the 
electrical outlet or wiring accessories. Do not use if the power cord or plug are 
damaged, or not fully plugged into the outlet. 

Do not allow dirt or metal objects (such as pins or keys) to contact the terminals 
or plug. 

The battery may explode or leak, resulting in electrical shock or fire. This could cause 
injury and damage the surroundings. In the event that a battery leaks and the battery 
electrolyte contacts eyes, mouth, skin or clothing, immediately flush with water.

Do not play the supplied CD-ROM(s) in any CD player that does not support data 
CD-ROMs. 

It is possible to suffer hearing loss from listening with headphones to the loud sounds of 
a CD-ROM played on an audio CD player (music player). Additionally, this could damage 
the speakers. 

Do not use the optional shoulder strap or carabiner strap while under water. 

Straps that accidentally wrap around your neck pose a risk of asphyxiation.

When holding the camera by the strap, be careful not to bang it, subject it to strong 
impacts or shocks, or let it get caught on other objects.

When using the flash, be careful not to cover it with your fingers or clothing. 

This could result in burns or damage to the flash. 

Avoid using, placing or storing the product in the following places; 

Places subject to strong sunlight 

Places subject to temperatures above 40 °C (104 "F) 

Humid or dusty areas 

These could cause leakage, overheating or an explosion of the battery, resulting in 
electrical shock, fire, burns or other injuries. 

High temperatures may cause deformation of the camera or battery charger casing. 

Viewing images on the camera screen for prolonged periods may cause 
discomfort.

Do not aim the camera at bright light sources (such as the sun on a clear day). 

Doing so may damage the image sensor. 

This camera cannot be used underwater at a depth greater than 10 m (33 ft.), or 
in hot springs and other mineralized waters. 

This may cause damage or water leakage. 
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Safety Precautions 


When using the camera on a beach or at a windy location, be careful not to allow 
dust or sand to enter the camera. 

This may cause the product to malfunction. 

In regular use, small amounts of smoke may be emitted from the flash. 

This is due to the high intensity of the flash burning dust and foreign materials stuck to the 
front of the unit. Please use a cotton swab to remove dirt, dust or other foreign matter from 
the flash to prevent heat build-up and damage to the unit. 

Remove and store the battery when you are not using the camera. 

If the battery is left inside the camera, damage caused by leakage may occur. 

Keep the covers closed when the camera is not in use. 

Storing the camera with the covers open may damage it if liquid or dust gets inside. 

Before you discard the battery, cover the terminals with tape or other insulators. 

Contacting other metal materials may lead to fire or explosions. 

Unplug the battery charger from the power outlet after charging is complete, or 
when you are not using け . 

Do not place anything, such as cloth, on top of the battery charger while it is 
charging. 

Leaving the unit plugged in for a long period of time may cause it to overheat and distort, 
resulting in fire. 

Do not place the battery near pets. 

Pets biting the battery could cause leakage, overheating or explosion, resulting in fire or 
damage. 

When putting the camera in your bag, ensure that hard objects do not come into 
contact with the screen.

Cautions When Using this Waterproof, 
Dustproof, and Shock Resistant Camera 


You can enjoy using this camera in the rain, on the beach, while skiing, or 
underwater within a depth of 10 m (33 ft.). However, it can not be used in hot 
springs or other mineralized waters. Please be aware that Canon is not liable 
for any damage to the camera, batteries, memory cards, or saved data 
caused by water leakage due to mistaken operation of the product. This 
camera is subjected to Canon standard testing. However, it is not guaranteed 
that this camera will not damage or malfunction. (For more information about 
waterproof, dustproof, and shock resistant specifications, see 
"Specifications" in the Getting Started guide.) 

Cautions Before Using This Camera 

Before shooting with the camera, confirm that the memory card/battery 
cover and terminal cover (p. 5) are fully closed (pp.18, 23). If either cover 
is not fully closed, water may enter the camera and damage it. 

Be sure that the waterproof seals (p.17) inside the covers and the areas 
around them are kept free from scratches and foreign objects such as 
sand, dirt, or hair. Not doing so may result in leaks. If the waterproof seal 
is damaged, do not use the camera underwater. 

Avoid opening and closing the covers while on the beach or near water. 
Change memory cards and batteries in a dry place protected from sea 
breezes. 

Do not open the covers if the camera is wet. If there is moisture on the 
camera, wipe it off with a soft, dry cloth until it is completely dry. 

Cautions While Using This Camera 

Do not use this camera in water deeper than 10 m (33 ft.). 

Do not expose the camera to strong impacts or shocks while underwater. 
Impacts could cause the covers to open or otherwise compromise the 
waterproof ability of the camera. 

This camera is deemed shock resistant by Canon standard testing (see 
"Specifications" in the Getting S ね / お d guide). However, strong impacts 
could scratch the camera or cause it to malfunction. Do not allow the 
camera to fall a great distance or expose it to excessive shocks. 
Waterproof performance is not ensured if the camera is dropped or 
subjected to impact.

Care 

Rinse off the camera if there is liquid or sand on it after use. The liquid may 
soil or corrode the camera, and wiping the camera when sand is on it may 
scratch it. 

After using the camera underwater 
(especially in the ocean) or in sandy or dirty 
environments, promptly rinse it well under 
fresh water, such as tap water no warmer 
than 30 °C (86 T). 

Foreign material or salty residue on the 
camera may corrode metal parts or cause 
buttons to stick. 

After washing the camera, dry it completely 
by wiping it with a soft, dry cloth. After 
washing and drying the camera, make sure the buttons and covers do not 
stick when pressed or opened and closed. 

To avoid damaging the waterproof seals and causing leaks, keep the seals 
free of sand or other foreign material, and do not apply chemicals or grease 
to the seals.

Scratches or cracks in the waterproof seals could cause damage or leaks.

When shooting, keep your arms close to your 
body and hold the camera securely to 
prevent it from moving. Do not rest your 
fingers on the flash.

/ Charging the Battery 

Before use, charge the battery with the included charger. Be sure to charge 
the battery initially, because the camera is not sold with the battery charged.

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Initial Preparations 


To protect the battery and keep it in optimal condition, do not charge 
it continuously for more than 24 hours. 

For battery chargers that use a power cord, do not attach the charger 
or cord to other objects. Doing so could result in malfunction or 
damage to the product. 





For details on charging time and the number of shots and recording time 
possible with a fully charged battery, see "Specifications" in the Getting Started 
guide. 


Inserting the Battery and Memory Card 


Insert the included battery and a memory card (sold separately). 

Note that before using a new memory card (or a memory card formatted in 
another device), you should format the memory card with this camera (p.157). 



Check the card’s write-protect tab. 

Recording is not possible on memory cards 
with a write-protect tab when the tab is in the 
locked (downward) position. Slide the tab up 
until it clicks into the unlocked position. 

Open the cover.

Change the date and time.

於 Date/time settings can be retained for about 3 weeks by the camera's built-in 

^ date/time battery (backup battery) after the battery pack is removed. 

The date/time battery will be charged in about 4 hours once you insert a charged 
battery or connect the camera to an AC adapter kit (sold separately, p.165), 
even if the camera is left off. 

Once the date/time battery is depleted, the [Date/Time] screen will be displayed 
when you turn the camera on. Follow the steps on p.19 to set the date and time. 
Automatic date and time updating is possible using GPS (p. 52).

The display language can be changed as needed.

The current time is displayed if you wait too long in step 2 after pressing the 
button before you press the MENU button.

/ Shooting (Smart Auto) 


For fully automatic selection of the optimal settings for specific scenes, simply 
let the camera determine the subject and shooting conditions. 



Make sure the covers are closed. 

Make sure that both the memory card/battery 
cover lock and terminal cover lock return to 
the positions shown, with the red marks no 
longer visible. 

If either cover is not fully closed, water may 
enter the camera when it gets wet, which may 
damage it. 


Turn the camera on. 

Press the power button. 

The startup screen is displayed.

Press the ▲ button, press the buttons to 
choose ，か " •) . and then press the @ button. 
Icons representing the scene and image 
stabilization mode are displayed in the upper 
right of the screen.

Once recording begins, you can take your 
finger off the movie button.

Basic GPS operations and features 
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Using GPS Function 


Camera location information (latitude, longitude, and elevation) based on 
acquired GPS signals can be added to the still images and movies you shoot, 
or this information can be logged separately. In addition to geotagging, the 
camera clock can be updated automatically. 

Before using GPS functions, make sure the date, time, and local time zone 
on the camera are set correctly, as described in "Setting the Date and Time" 
(p.19).

When using GPS functions, keep the following points in mind. 

心 ^ In certain countries and regions, the use of GPS may be restricted. 
Therefore, be sure to use GPS in accordance with the laws and 
regulations of your country or region. Be particularly careful when 
traveling outside your home country. 

Be careful about using GPS features where the operation of electronic 
devices is restricted, because the camera will receive GPS signals. 
Others may be able to locate or identify you by using location data in 
your geotagged still images or movies.

3 Where to Use GPS, and How to Hold the

Before using an Eye-Fi card, always confirm that local use is permitted (p. 3). 


Inserting a prepared Eye-Fi card enables automatic wireless transfer of 
images to a computer or uploading to a photo-sharing website. 

Images are transferred by the Eye-Fi card. Refer to the card’s user manual or 
contact the manufacturer for instructions on preparing and using cards or 
resolving transfer problems. 


When using an Eye-Fi card, keep the following points in mind. 
Cards may continue to transmit radio waves even when [Eye-Fi 
trans.] is set to [Disable] (p.191). Remove the Eye-Fi card before 
entering hospitals, aircraft, or other areas where transmission is 
prohibited. 

When troubleshooting image transfer issues, check the card and 
computer settings. For details, refer to the card's user manual. 
Poor wireless connections may cause image transfer to take a long 
time, and transfer may be interrupted in some cases. 

Eye-Fi cards may become hot, due to their transfer functions. 
Battery power will be consumed faster than in normal use. 

Camera operation may become sluggish. To resolve this，try setting 
[Eye-Fi trans.] to [Disable]. 


Connection status of Eye-Fi cards in the camera can be checked on the 
shooting screen (in regular information display mode) or playback screen (in 
simple information display mode).

Helpful information when using the camera 


r Troubleshooting 


If you think there is a problem with the camera, first check the following. If the 
items below do not solve your problem, contact a Canon Customer Support 
Help Desk. 


Power 

Nothing happens when the power button is pressed. 

Confirm that you are using the correct type of battery, and that there is sufficient charge 
(P.201). 

Confirm that the battery is inserted facing the correct way (p.17). 

Confirm that the memory card/battery cover is fully closed (p.18). 

Dirty battery terminals reduce battery performance. Try cleaning the terminals with a 
cotton swab and reinserting the battery a few times. 

The battery is depleted quickly. 

Battery performance decreases at low temperatures. Try warming the battery a little by 
putting it in your pocket, for example, with the terminal cover on. 

If these measures do not help and the battery is still depleted soon after charging, it has 
reached the end of its life. Purchase a new battery. 

The battery is swollen. 

Battery swelling is normal and does not pose any safety concerns. However, if battery 
swelling prevents the battery from fitting in the camera, contact a Canon Customer 
Support Help Desk. 


Display on a TV 

Camera images look distorted or not displayed on a TV (p.171). 


Shooting 

Cannot shoot. 

In Playback mode (p. 22), press the shutter button halfway (p. 39). 

Strange display on the screen under low light (p. 40). 

Strange display on the screen when shooting. 

Note that the following display problems are not recorded in still images but are recorded 
in movies. 

The screen may flicker and horizontal banding may appear under fluorescent or LED 
lighting. 

失 flashes on the screen when the shutter button is pressed, and shooting is 
not possible (p. 57). 
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Troubleshooting

* Mount the camera on a tripod or take other measures to keep it still. In this case, set [IS 
Mode] to [Off] (p.119). 

Shots are out of focus. 

* Press the shutter button halfway to focus on subjects before pressing it all the way down 
to shoot (p. 39). 

* Make sure subjects are within focusing range (see "Specifications" in the Getting 
Started guide). 

* Set [AF-assist Beam] to [On] (p. 75). 

* Confirm that unneeded functions such as macro are deactivated. 

* Try shooting with focus lock or AF lock (pp. 113, 116). 

No AF frames are displayed and the camera does not focus when the shutter 
button is pressed halfway. 

* To have AF frames displayed and the camera focus correctly, try composing the shot 
with higher-contrast subject areas centered before you press the shutter button 
halfway. Otherwise, try pressing the shutter button halfway repeatedly. 

Subjects in shots look too dark. 

* Set the flash mode to ^ (p.117). 

* Adjust brightness by using exposure compensation {p. 101). 

* Adjust contrast by using i-Contrast (pp. 103, 149). 

* Use spot metering or AE lock {pp. 101, 102). 

Subjects look too bright, highlights are washed-out. 

* Set the flash mode to ® (p- 65). 

* Adjust brightness by using exposure compensation {p. 101). 

* Use spot metering or AE lock {pp. 101, 102). 

* Reduce the lighting on subjects. 

Shots look too dark despite the flash Tiring (p. 57). 

* Shoot within flash range (p.117). 

* Increase the に 0 speed {p.102). 

Subjects in flash shots look too bright, highlights are washed-out. 

* Shoot within flash range (p.117). 

* Set the flash mode to ® (p. 65). 

White dots or similar image artifacts appear in flash shots. 

* This is caused by light from the flash reflecting off dust or airborne particles. 

Shots look grainy. 

* Lower the に 0 speed {p.102). 
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I Troubleshooting 

Subjects are affected by red-eye (p. 69). 

- Set [Red-Eye Lamp] to [On] (p. 75) to activate the red-eye reduction lamp (p. 4) in flash 
shots. Note that while the red-eye reduction lamp is on (for about one second), it is not 
possible to shoot, because the lamp is counteracting red-eye. For best results, have 
subjects look at the red-eye reduction lamp. Also try increasing the lighting in indoor 
scenes and shooting at closer range. 

- Edit images using red-eye correction (p.150). 

Recording to the memory card takes too long, or continuous shooting is 

slower. 

• Use the camera to perform low-level formatting of the memory card (p.158). 

Shooting settings or FUNC. menu settings are not available. 

- Available setting items vary by shooting mode. Refer to "Functions Available in Each 
Shooting Mode", "FUNC. Menu", and "Shooting Menu" (pp. 204 - 209). 


Shooting Movies 

The elapsed time shown is incorrect, or recording is interrupted. 

• Use the camera to format the memory card, or switch to a card that supports high-speed 
recording. Note that even if the elapsed time display is incorrect, the length of movies 
on the memory card corresponds to the actual recording time (p.157). 

O is displayed and shooting stops automatically. 

The camera's internal memory buffer filled up as the camera could not record to the 

memory card quickly enough. Try one of the following measures. 

• Use the camera to perform low-level formatting of the memory card (p.158). 

• Lower the image quality (p. 70). 

- Switch to a memory card that supports high-speed recording (see "Specifications" in the 
Getting Started guide). 

Subjects look distorted. 

- Subjects that pass in front of the camera quickly may look distorted. This is not a 
malfunction. 


Playback 

Playback is not possible. 

- Image or movie playback may not be possible if a computer is used to rename files or 
alter the folder structure. Refer to the ImageBrowser EX User Guide (p. 28) for details 
on folder structure and file names. 

Playback stops, or audio skips. 

- Switch to a memory card that you have performed low-level formatting on with the 
camera {p.158). 

- There may be brief interruptions when playing movies copied to memory cards that 
have slow read speeds. 

■ When movies are played on a computer, frames may be dropped and audio may skip 
if computer performance is inadequate. 
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Troubleshooting 


Computer 

Cannot transfer images to a computer. 

When attempting to transfer images to the computer via a cable, try reducing the transfer 
speed as follows. 

* Press the の button to enter Playback mode. Hold the MENU button down as you press 
the ▲ and 感 buttons at the same time. On the next screen, press the 4 k buttons to 
choose [B], and then press the 感 button. 


Eye-Fi Cards 

Cannot transfer images (p.190). 
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Screen Messages 


If an error message is displayed, respond as follows. 

No memory card 

The memory card may be inserted facing the wrong way. Reinsert the memory card 
facing the correct way (p.18). 

Memory card locked 

The write-protect tab of the SD/SDHC/SDXC memory card or Eye-Fi card is set to the 
locked position. Switch the write-protect tab to the unlocked position {pp.17,18). 

Cannot record! 

Shooting was attempted without a memory card in the camera. To shoot, insert a 
memory card facing the correct way (p.18). 

Memory card error (p.158) 

If the same error message is displayed even when you have inserted a formatted 
memory card facing the correct way, contact a Canon Customer Support Help Desk 
(P-18). 

Insufficient space on card 

There is not enough free space on the memory card to shoot (pp. 53, 77, 99) or edit 
images (pp.146 - 150). Either erase unneeded images (p.138) or insert a memory 
card with enough free space (p.17). 

Change the battery pack. (p.17) 

No Image. 

The memory card does not contain any images that can be displayed. 

Protected! (p.134) 

Unidentified Image/Incompatible JPEG/lmage too large./Cannot play back 
AVI/RAW 

Unsupported or corrupt images cannot be displayed. 

It may not be possible to display images that were edited or renamed on a computer, 
or images shot with another camera. 

Cannot magnifyl/Cannot play back this content in Smart Shuffle/Cannot 
rotate/Cannot modify image/Cannot register this imagel/Cannot modify/ 
Cannot assign to category/Unselectable image. 

The following functions may be unavailable for images that were renamed or already 
edited on a computer, or images shot with another camera. Note that starred (*) 
functions are not available for movies. 

Magnify* (p.131), Smart Shuffle* (p.133), Categorize (p.142), Rotate (p.140), Edit* 
(pp. 146-150), Assign as Start-up Image* {p.157), Print List* (p.184), and Photobook 
Set-up* {p.188). 

Invalid selection range 

When specifying a range for image selection (pp. 136, 139, 145, 186), you attempted 
to choose an initial image that was after the finsi image, or vice-versa. 
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On-Screen Messages 


Exceeded selection limit 

• More than 998 images were selected for Print List {p.184) or Photobook Set-up 
(p.188). Choose 998 images or less. 

• Print List (p.184) or Photobook Set-up (p.188) settings could not be saved correctly. 
Reduce the number of selected images and try again. 

• You attempted to choose more than 500 images in Protect {p.134), Erase (p.138), My 
Category (p.143), Print List (p.184), or Photobook Set-up {p.188). 

Communication error 

• An excessive amount of images (approx.1 ,000) on the memory card prevented printing 
or image transfer to a computer. To transfer the images, use a commercially available 
USB card reader. To print, insert the memory card directly into the printer card slot. 

Naming error! 

• When the highest folder number (999), and the highest image number (9999) has been 
reached, new folders cannot be created, and images cannot be recorded.
